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ars |Air Raid Signal 
Test Saturday 


A test of the local air raid warn- 
ing signal will be made at 10 a. m. 
Saturday, Dec. 23. The public will 
not be obliged to do anything at 
this time as this is merely a tryout 
of the mechanism of the local 
whistles and sirens, some of which 
have not been used since the last 
war. 

The signals will be those of the 
national code with which all 
people will be expected to become 
familiar. 

At present there are just two 
signals, a ‘red alert’? and ‘‘all 
clear.’? The ‘‘red alert”’ consists 
of fluctuating or warbling signals 
or a series of short blasts by 
horns or whistles. The ‘‘all clear’’ 
is a series of three steady one 
minute blasts interrupted by silent 
periods of two minutes each. 

The local waming signals to 
date are seven in number. They 
are located as follows, Watson 
Park Co., Lowell Junction, siren; 
Ballardvale fire station, horn; 
central, fire station, fire whistle; 
Tyer Rubber Co., factory whistle; 
Phillips academy power house, 
whistle; Shawsheen mill, whistle; 
Haggett’s Pond: pumping station, 
siren. 


Step Up Work 
Of Civil Defense 


Action on federal and state 
levels to step up the civil defense 
protection has accelerated the 
work of building up units on the 
local level. 


Under the supervision of Albert: 


Cole Jr., civil defense director, 
the most important body in the 
organization is the advisory coun- 
cil with which the director plans 
for all activities.

The great rush of Christmas mail 
hit the post office early this yoek 
and set new records in local postal 
history. 

Monday was the biggest day the 
Andover post office ever had, Post- 
master Stephen A, Boland said. 
Because of railroad difficulties 
last week not one piece of in- 
coming mail was received at the 
local office Sunday but the ava- 
lanche started early Monday morn- 
ing and continued all day. 

During that time 69 pouches of 
first class mail and one and a half 
carloads of fourth class mail were 
received. At the same time 69,120 
pieces of first class mail were 
cancelled and 55 pouches of fourth 
class mail sent out. 

Tuesday’s business was slightly 
less but still ahead of the biggest 
day last year. There were 55,690 

ieces of first class mail cancelled 
and about 50 pouches of outgoing 
mail. 

To handle this big increase in 
business 48 extra employees are 
being used at the local office to 
assist the clerks and carriers. 

Postmaster Boland said that 
every part of the town this week 
was getting at least two deliveries 
a day and some getting three. 

The post office will be open 
from 8 a. m. to 6 p. m. Friday and 
Saturday. There will be delivesies 
of mail and parcel post Sunday, 
and on Christmas day deliveries 
of parcel post and special delivery 
mail only.

The belligerent attitude of the 
Soviet Union and its cat’s paw 
Red China, is convincing even 
the reluctant that Russian in- 
spired communism will settle for 
nothing less than world domina- 
tion. 

If we stop wringing our hands 
in despair over bleak prospects, 
we would find that there are sev- 
eral formidible impediments to 
such global conquest, were we to 
have the wisdom, courage and the 
alacrity to employ them properly. 

The three most effective barriers 
are: 1. A powerful United States, 
spearheading an effective alliance 
in which all its vast spiritual, 
material and military resources are 
promptly mobilized, 2. The natural 
revulsion of the average human 
being—be he Russian, Chinese, 
Bulgarian or Brazilian—to com- 
munist tyranny. 38. The church, 

Stalinist leaders, even more 
than we, recognize these insuper- 
able drawbacks to their ambitions 
and are using every means to 
circumvent them, They are even 
willing to go through the motions 
of certain compromises to blind 
their foes and to gain a relatively 
better position in their drive for 
world subjugation. 


Frank Warning 
Against Pacts 

Those who assume that we can 
bargain Stalin away from his ob- 
jectives should read the following 
quotation from Trud (Noy. 4, 1950): 

**The Bolshivik Party has had 
to change its tactics, its methods 
of combat, to shift from legal 
forms to illegal ones, to make 
agreements with other parties and 
movements, to dodge, to retreat 
in order to advance more success- 
fully later.’’
